But fuch an expofition, methinkes , would not 
fait fo well with that which I take to bee Saint 
Peters chiefeft feope in this paflage ; nor with 
the words of the hdiy Prophets hee pointeth 
at,which feemeto fpeake onely of fucha fire, 
which fhould precede a reftauration ,and not of 
that which fhould caufe an urter abolition of the 
World: And as concerning fuch an utter abo- 
licionof the whole frame of Heaven #nd Earth, 
after the Oeconomy of the Redemption and vi- 
Gory of Chrift thall bee finifhed, it feemeth to 
mee a myftery which hath no bottrome. How- 
foever, I am not perfwaded this place of Saint 
Peter {hould meane any fuch thing.
